INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 30.—All trains 
coming tothe city this morn were 
crowded, and several of the 8 were 
ccmpelled to run extras to accommodate 
people who desire to come to the 
capital to witness the funeral of Hen- 
d The remains still lie in state 
in the corndor of the courthouse, 
whence they will be removed to the 
family residence at 5 o'clock this 
evening. There was a steady stream 
of humanity pouring throagh the conrt- 
house al! day. The doors were opened 
at 7 o'clock, and trom that time up to 
noon the crowd passed through at the 
rate of 75 aminute, probably 25,000 
people viewing the remains up to 1 
o'clock, 

THOUSANDS IN LINE. 
Nov. 30.—This eve- 
bing the fluishing touches were given 
to the mourning decorations. A surg- 
ing and ever increasing throng was to 
be met at almost every point. When 
the great doors of the courthouse were 
closed at 4p. m., a crowd numbering 
thousands was stillin line, wailing to 
take a last glance at the face of the 
dead. For some time previous ninety 
persons a minute passed the body. 
is estimated that forty thousand people 
viewed the remains daring the day. 
The casket was returned to the parlor 
of the Hendricks homestead, escorted 
by the four Iadiavapolis military com- 
panies and Columbns barracks military 
band.

THAT TUNNEL. 
A Fair Sample of Democratic 
Council Financiering. 


THE GRAVE OF $40,000 OF CITY MONEY. 


An “improvement to the City’s Irrigation 
System” inwhich B. Cohn and J Kuhris 
Figured when in Council Before— 
Shall They Be Encored? 


The recent comer who chances to wan- 
der up the track of the 8. P. R. just 
above where the San Gabriel Valley road 
now strikes off across the river, is mysti- 
fied to note certain openings and drifts iv 
the great sandstone bluff, about whese 
base the railroad winds. If he has the 
curiosity to enter one of the drifts, he will 
find: himerlf, after a fow yards, in a big 
tunnel, whose geperal course parallels 
the railroad. In some places the tunnel 
is very high, in others only tall enough 
to etand in; somewhere timbered, some- 
where bricked, somewhere naked rock; 
part of the roof in good condition, and 
part hopelessly caved. Should the 
stranger ask what that deserted hole 
throngh the hill was for, he may learn, 
from the well-pested, an interesting bit 
of municipal history. 
In 1877, when F. A. MeDongal wae 
Mayor (and, ander the old regime, ez- 
oficio President of Council) there were in 
Council two gentlemen who again aspire 
(via the Democratic ticket) to an alder- 
manic position—viz., B. Cohn and Jack 
Kuhrts. Mr. Cohn was chairman of the 
Pinance Committee, second on the Board 
of Public works (of which Kubrts was 
ebairman), and also a member of the 
Committee on Water Supply. 
The water supply of the city for irrigat- 
ing purposes was then very scant; aod in 
deference to the »opular clamor for a bet- 
ter service, it was proposed to take some 
extensive action. The matter was re- 
ferred to a board of enineers, consisting 
of B.S. Alexander, A. Boschke and Isaac 
W. Smith. C.E. Miles, late County Re- 
corder, was also boosted into the affair. 
July 27, 1877, the engineers made a re- 
For increasing the water supply 
or the “high service,” they propored a 
submerged dam, 2590 feet long, of piles, 
and a number of storage reservoirs. The 
east side of the river was to be supplied 
by a long ditch. For the “low service” 
they advocated a 3600 foot tunnel through 
the limestone bluff, six feet high and five 
feet wide, to cost $12,300; and a ten-acre 
storage reservoir below, to cost $52,000. 
The grand total of contemplated improve- 
ments to the irrigation water supply was 
figured to cost $150,252. 
On the 17th of Anguat, 1877, the Com- 
mittee on Water Supply (of which Mr. 
Cobn was & member) reported recom- 
mending the tannel, to lave 
the river above the 8. P. R. R. bridge, and 
emerge from the biuff at the lower waste- 


be a concrete ditch running to Aliso street 
near its intersection with Alameda. The 
total cost was estimated at $25,000. The 
report was adopted, Messrs. Cohn and 
Kubrts voting in ite behalf. Later, the 
specifications were adopted, on Mr. Cohn's 
motion, a survey having been made by J. 
E. Jackson and W.T. Lambie. It may 
be added that for their illustrious ser- 
vices in proposing the pian, the board of 
engineers finally chopped down their bill 
to $500 apiece 


October llth, 1877, when bids for the 
tunneling were awarded ing to the 
recommendation of Mr. Cohn’s Finance 
Committee, the contract was secured by 
William Monks at $3.88% per linear foot, 
Messrs. Cohn & Kuhris voting to that 
effect. 
In the new Council of December, 1877, 
Mr. Kubrts had dropped out. Mr. Cohn 
was chairman of the three most import- 
ant committees—Board of Public Works, 
Committee oa Finance and Committee on 
Supplies. He was also the second mem- 
ber of the specie] Committee on Water 
Supply. This put him in a position to 
boss the tunnel business. The tannel 
was dug. It was aremarkabie piece of 
workmanship. laborers started 
n drifts at various points along 


app 

in their burrowing, they tried to be 
guided by the sound of each others’ ham- 
mers. The result was —— Sometimes 
one gang went far in and the opposite 
gang far out, so that their tunnels ran far 
past each other, and a cut-off had to be 

. Bometimes one gang went up and
